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PROSPECTU 


The  Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels  was  founded  on 
the  2 1st  of  November,  1856.  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
on  the  20th  of  April,  1863,  it  was  chartered  with  powers  to 
confer  degrees. 

The  situation,  two  miles  north  of  Suspension  Bridge,  on 
the  New  York  bank  of  Niagara  River,  possesses  all  desira- 
ble advantages. 

It  is  exceptionally  easy  of  access  from  every  point,  North, 
South,  East  and  West,  being  within  easy  walking  or  riding 
distance  from  all  the  railroads  converging  at  Suspension 
Bridge,  and  from  the  boats  plying  on  Lake  Ontario. 

For  salubrity  of  climate  it  is  unsurpassed;  since  its  posi- 
tion on  the  most  elevated  point  of  "Mont-Eagle  Ridge," 
affords  the  full  benefit  of  the  invigorating  breezes  that  sweep 
over  the  country  from  the  Lakes.  Sickness  is  of  such  rare  oc- 
currence as  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  an  attending  physi- 
cian. The  healthy  appearance  of  the  students  is  a  sufficient 
guarantee  of  this. 

In  sublimity  of  scenery  it  is  without  a  rival  in  the  country, 
commanding  on  the  South,  a  magnificent  view  of  the  Great 
Cataract,  the  Seminary  Rapids  and  the  Whirlpool,  and  on  the 
North,  affording  an  uninterrupted  view  of  the  scenery  along 
the  banks  of  Niagara  River,  and  also  of  the  wide  expanse  of 
Lake  Ontario. 

The  Seminary   buildings  are  very  large,  and  no    pains  are 
spared  to  secure  the  comforts  of  the  students. 

As  the  name   indicates,  the  "Seminary  of  Our   Lady   of 


Seminary  of  Ouk  Ladi"  of  Angels. 


Angels"  is  an  ecclesiastical  institution  intended  for  the 
education  of  aspirants  to  the  Priesthood.  Whilst,  however, 
our  course  of  studies  embraces  all  that  is  required  to  prepare 
the  youthful  candidate  for  the  sacred  ministry,  we  unite  with 
the  studies  proper  to  the  Seminary  those  which  are  found  in 
college  courses.     Our  reasons  for  this  are  the  following: 

First — Because,  in  this  countiy,  the  priest  requires  a 
knowledge  not  only  of  those  things  which  especially  pertain 
to  the  sacred  ministry,  but  also  of  other  branches  of  educa- 
tion. 

Secondly — Because  many  young  men,  entering  a  seminary, 
think  they  have  a  vocation  for  the  priesthood,  and,  after  due 
examination,  ascertain  that  such  is  not  their  calling. 

In  this  case,,  the  studies  pursued  in  a  purely  Seminary 
course  are  inadequate  to  fit  them  for  secular  pursuits;  hence, 
a  3Toung  man  may  pursue  his  studies  in  this  Seminar}^  and, 
if  it  be  God's  will  that  he  become  a  minister  of  the  altar,  he 
has  all  the  advantages  of  a  two-fold  education;  but  if  God 
require  his  services  in  a  secular  avocation,  he,  by  the  same 
system,  is  qualified  for  any  social  position. 
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The  Course  of  Studies  occupies  four  years,  and  embraces 
English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Composition,  History,  (An- 
cient and  Modern),  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping, 
Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  (Plane  and  Spherical), 
Surveying,  Conic  Sections,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus, 
Natural  Philosophy,  Astronom}7,  Chemistry,  Latin,  Greek, 
French,  German,  Mental  Philosophy, 

Christian  Doctrine  is  taught  throughout  the  course.

Previous  to  a  student's  departure,  timely  notice  must  be 
given,  his  accounts  adjusted, and  travelling  expenses  supplied. 

As  sickness  is  of  rare  occurrence,  students  will  be  individ- 
ually responsible  for  medical  attendance  and  medicines  fur- 
nished them. 

Towels, combs, looking- glasses, blacking-brushes  and  black- 
ing, knife,  fork,  spoon,  napkins  and  ring  must  be  furnished 
by  the  student. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  in  case  that  anyone  shall  cease 
taking  music  lessons  after  having  besrun. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The  scholastic  year,  consisting  of  one  session,  begins  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  and  terminates  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  June. 

The  session  consists  cf  two  terms:  the  first  ends  on  the 
first  of  February;  the  second  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
June. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  come  well  recom- 
mended by  their  respective  Bishop  or  Pastor,  or  b}r  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  institution   where  they    previously   studied. 

The  epistolary  correspondence  of  students  will  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  of  one  appointed  by 
him. 

Pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Prefect  of  Dis- 
cipline. No  advance  will  be  made  beyond  the  deposit.  Those 
present,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  will  have  the 
choice  of  the  sleeping  apartments  in  dormitories  which  maybe 
assigned  them.  Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  placed  in 
those  classes  which  the  Board  of  Examiners  may  assign  him. 

A  semi-annual  report  of  each  student's  progress  and  con- 
duct is  sent  to  his  parents  or  guardians. 

It  is  prohibited,  under  pain  of  expulsion,  to  use  intoxica- 
ting liquors  or  to  introduce  them  into  the  Seminary. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  strictly  forbidden. 

In  order  to  secure  propriety  of  bearing  and  neatness  of 
person,  military  drill  and  inspection  of  attire  are  required  three 
times  a  week. 
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No  student  is  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  Seminary  boundary 
without  special  permission. 

Experience  and  close  observation  have  convinced  us  that 
leave  of  absence  from  the  Seminary,  during  Christinas  Holi- 
days, is  very  detrimental  to  students.  We,  therefore,  will  find 
ourselves  compelled  to  refuse  any  such  request  coming  from 
parents  or  guardians.  We  earnestly  request  that  no  excuse  be 
feigned;  and  we  hope  that  students,  parents,  and  guardians 
will  concur  with  us  in  maintaining  this  very  important  point 
of  discipline. 

After  morning  praj^ers,  meditation,  and  the  Holy  Sacrifice 
of  the  Mass,  at  which  all  must  assist,  the  students  of  the  Col- 
legiate Department  retire  to  the  Study  Hall. 

The  Rosary  is  daily  recited  by  all  in  common. 
Evening  prayers  in  the  chapel  terminal e  the  exercises  of 
the  day. 

Perfect  silence  is  observed  from  this  time  until  after  break- 
fast, next  morning. 

Students  are  required  to  approach  the  Sacraments  once 
every  two  weeks,  and,  oftener,  if  their  directors  deem  proper. 
All  festivals  of  the  year  are  solemnized  in  the  most  impressive 
manner,  an  edifying  feature  of  which  is  the  reception  of  Holj" 
Communion  by  all  the  students. 

Finally,  the  wdrole  religious  training  is  such  as  to  impress 
upon  the  youthful  mind  the  obligations  of  rendering  religion 
not  only  practical,  but  even  an  essential  part  of  our  daily 
avocations.  This  is  effected,  however,  without  enforcing  upon 
the  student  anything  that  would  disgust  him,  or  render  him 
hypocritical.  The  intention  is  to  make  each  one  feel  it  a 
duty  to  be  faithful  in  his  religious  practices,  without  being  . 
compelled  thereto  by  any  external  influence.  Thus,  that 
which  otherwise  would  be  a  burden  and  an  injury  becomes  a 
pleasure  and  a  great  consolation;  thus,  too,  a  holy  stimulus 
is  given  to  the  energies  of  the  faithful  student. 


Allege  ^ygttmiuts,* 


This  society  was  organized  on  the  feast  of  the  Epiphany, 
1870.  Its  object  is  to  make  reparation  to  our  Blessed 
Lord,  in  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament,  for  the  injuries  and  in- 
sults He  has  received  therein.  The  perpetual  adoration  is 
kept  up  by  two  students  remaining  in  turn  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  the  altar,  each  day.  This  is  so  arranged  as  not 
to  interfere  with  airy  studies  or  classes.  They  are  also  in- 
structed to  pray,  during  this  adoration,  for  the  conversion  of 
sinners,  especially  for,  those  whose  salvation  they  may  be 
called  to  promote.  For  this  purpose,  five  of  them  receive 
Holy  Communion  every  day.  This  society  is  under  the 
special  direction  of  the  Rev.  Superior.

Its  organization  is  in  strict  accordance  witlT 
the  requirements  of  the  sodality,  approved  Iry  Tope  Gregory 
XIII,  in  1584,  which  was  enriched  with  most  abundant  in- 
dulgences by  Popes  Sixtus  V,  Gregory  XV,  Clement  VIII, 
Benedict  XIV,  Clement  XIII,  Pius  VII,  and  others.

The  Theological  course  requires  three  years.  During  this 
time,  Seminarians  must  make  a  thorough  course  of  Dogmatic 
and  Moral  Theology,  Canon  Law,  Ilermeneutics,  Sacred 
Scripture,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Sacred  Eloquence,  Church 
Ceremonies  and  Gregorian  Chant.  Sermons  on  Dogmatic 
and  Moral  subjects  are  delivered  semi-weekly  by  the  Theolo- 
gians, during  their  whole  course.  The  Text-Books  used  in 
the  Seminarians'  Department  are  the  following:  Perrone, 
Praelectiones  Theologicae  in  Compendium  Redactae;  Kon- 
ings,  Theologiae  Moralis  S.  Aiphonsi  Compendium;  Devoti, 
Institutionum  Canonicarum  ;  Rothenflue,  Praelectiones 
Philosophicae;  Alzog,  Universal  Church  History;  Janssens, 
Hermeneutica  Sacra;  Potter,  Sacred  Eloquence;  Ceremonial, 
Baltimore  Edition;  Rituale  Romanum. 

The  Philosophical  course  requires  one  year,  during  which 
the  Seminarians  recite  twice  a  day;  and  must  thoroughly 
study  the  whole  course  of  Mental  Philosophy,  comprising 
Logic,  Metaphysics  and  Theodicea.  Besides  studying  Phil- 
osophy, they  are  required  to  attend  regular  classes  of  English 
Composition.  Sacred  Eloquence,  Ethics.  Sacred  Scripture 
and  Church  History;  the  two  latter  are  the  beginning  of  a 
course  of  four  years. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  in  regard  to  the  Semina- 
rians' religious  practices:  All  rise  at  5  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and, after 
twenty-five  minutes  allotted  to  washing  and  dressing,  they 
go  to  their  chapel.  After  morning  prayers  and  a  half  hour's 
meditation,  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  offered.  In  the 
afternoon  they  have  spiritual  reading  in  common,  and  in  the 
evening  the  Rosary   is   recited.     Before    dinner  and  supper 

they  make  a  particular  examen  of  conscience.     The  exercises 
of  the  day  are  concluded  by  evening  prayers,  after  which  all 
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retire.  They  are  required  to  approach  the  Sacraments,  at 
least,  once  a  week,  and  on  the  principal  festivals. 

The  scholastic  year  commences  on  tie  first  Wednesday  of 
September  and  terminates  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June. 

Only  to  Seminarians,  actually  present.will  rooms  be  assign- 
ed on  the  opening  day,  at  5  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Any  Seminarian  not  present  on  the  above  day  will  be  re- 
quired to  bring  with  him  a  satisfactory  letter  from  his 
Ordinaiy. 

No  one  will  be  leceived  unless  he  come  well-recommended 
by  his  respective  Bishop  or  Pastor.  If  he  be  from  any  other 
institution,  he  must  have  satisfactory  letters  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  that  institution . 

All  mailable  matter  directed  to,  or  sent  by, the  Seminarians 
is  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Presidentor  of  one  appoint- 
ed by  him. 

EXPENSES. 

The  scholastic  3'ear  consists  of  two  terms:  the  first  begins 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  and  ends  on  the  first  of 
February,  and  the  second  begins  on  the  first  of  February, 
and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June.

Payments  must  be  made  half-yearly,  in  advance.  No  de- 
duction will  be  made  for  removal  within  a  half  year,  unless  in 
case  of  dismissal  or  protracted  illness. 

Each  Seminarian,  on  entering  the  Seminary,  must  be  pro- 
vided with  cassock,  roraan  collar,  surplice  andbiretum;  with 
table  apparatus — knife,  fork,  spoon,  goblet,  napkin  and  nap- 
kin ring. 

Seminarians  will  be  individually  responsible  for  medical 
attendance  and  for  medicines  furnished.
